THE FRENCH REVOLUTION 


Though often dated from July 14, 1789, the day of the storming of the 
Bastille, the seeds of the French revolution can be traced to various 
factors: the well-meaning King Louis XVI who preferred hunting to 
the affairs of the state, Queen Marie Antoinette whose extravagant 
life style was abhorred by the people for whom even bread was a 
luxury, the unjust taxes and the ideas of a free and just republic 
forwarded by French philosophers. 

This Amar Chitra Katha is one of the few rare titles that were created 
on subjects other than Indian. It was first printed in 1989 in 
cooperation with the Cultural Service of the French Embassy. 
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
